Strip of County Land in Covina Causes 


Trouble and Wholesale Arrests 


Result. 


Thirty-eight cases 
of 
disturbing 


the peace, one case of trespass, and 
twenty cases of the more serious kind 
of resisting an officer in the perform- 
ance of his duty, are pending before 
Justice of the Peace Wells of this 
city, as the outgrowth of a sensa- 
tional clash between employees of 
the Pacific Telephone & Telegraph 
Company and Covina deputy sheriffs 
Monday morning. 
The alleged 
at- 


tempt of the employees of the "Sun- 
set" 
company to string wires on 


poles on a strip of county property 
to become a road southwest of the 
town, was made at 4 o'clock Monday 
morning, and Deputy Sheriff George 


. 
Residence W. Griffiths, who, with Road Foreman 


Covina, Cal. Henry W. Hassheider, had been pa- 


trolling the strip of land night and 
day for a week, discovered the men 
in the act of working and called up- 
on them to desist. The alleged re- 
fusal on the part of the telephone 
men to comply with the command 
of the officers resulted in a fight in 
the pitchy darkness of the 'early 
morning,, in which two men. of the 
company were knocked, down with the 
butt of a, pistol in the hands of Gept 
Wm ^tiffifhs,. vGrtfflths.,wjas, .cut -Rbotit 
the hand by a telephone wire while 
the fracas was in progress. 


It ia tuougiit that the telephone 


company attempted to steal a march 
on the county officers by running the 
line through a strip of land and es- 
tablishing a temporay station. George 
Griffiths is a well known and wealthy 
rancher, who has for some years been 
acting in this vicinity as a reserve 
deputy sheriff under Sheriff Hammel 
He owns thirty acres of fine orange 
property adjacent to the strip of road 
which has caused the difficulty, and 
which is designated as being between 
Azusa stre t and Azusa avenue, abou 
due south of the Pacific Electric car 
line and on the edge of the "Lucky' 
Baldwin rancho. 


Griffiths says that he received or 


ders from Supervisor C. D. Manning, 
instructing him to guard the strip of 
land, and not to allow the telephone 
company to place their line through 
.he property. It is understood that the 
strip has been deeded to the county, 
and has been accepted as county prop 
erty, but not as a county road. 


Besides the men arrested on Man-

morning by Deputy Sheriff 
Griffiths. 


These were released on their own re- 
cognizance, and will be tried in con- 
nection with the others. 


The big crowd of prisoners, clad in 


:haki and weighted down with pole- 
limbers, filled the little courtroom all 
lay Monday, until their release was 
ibtained through the placing of a bond 
f $2100 by the telephone company 
hrough the company's legal represen- 
atives, John G. Mott of Mott & Dillon 
f Los Angeles, and Gail & Pence of 
Jovina. Foreman Gilmore of the tele- 
hone crew had the distinction of re- 
eiving three different issuances of 
omplaint against his name.

•ith resisting an'officer, with trespass- 
ng upon Griffiths' property and cut- 
ting the .telephone connection that led 
to Griffiths' residence, and with dis- 
turbing the peace. His bail was fixed 
at $259; while the others were all $100. 


Griffiths claims that he has three 


witnesses who heard Foreman Gil- 
more say that it was he who cut the 
wires that prevented the deputy sher- 
iff from telephoning for assistance to 
Covina.

GriffithB reached tha home of O. W. 
Vincent, where he got in communica- 
tion with Fairly and Van Vliet, who 
arrived twenty minutes afterward in 
an automobile and a stable rig, bring- 
ing with them Nightwa'clmian Saun- 
ders.

THE BATTLE GROUND. 


The ground in question is a continu 


ation of a street just south of Griffiths 
property. Whether or not it has been 
legally occupied by the telephone com 
pany is now a nice point for the coun 
| ty to the extent of forty feet in width 
! land, a strip thirty feet wide, has been 
deeded to the county. 


Griffiths, in common with severa. 


prominent ranchers in the vicinity, are 
desirous of keeping the company out 
of the privilege of stringing lines until 
the road has been deeded to the coun- 
ty to the extent of forty fet in width, 
and are basing their claims of trespass 
against the company on the grounds 
that a state law provides that a coun- 
ty shall not accept the deed to a coun- 
ty road that is less than forty feet in 
width. 


John Mott, attorney for the com- 


pany, stated Monday that the com- 
pany had full right to proceed with 
this piece of work. 
He produced a 


written permit, signed by Supervisor 
Manning, and dated on November 14, 
1910, 
which authorized 
the Pacific 


company to erect twenty-six poles on 
this strip of road. 


He said that the reason the com- 


pany's men had been rushed in dur- 
ing the early morning darkness, wa 
that Road Overseer Henry W. Hass 
holder had given the company to un 
derstand that any attempt to procee 
. with the work of the line would be me 
vrwitb., armed resistance; in fact that th 


men would be prevented from work 
ing at the point of guns. Hassheide 
is another rancher of prominence in 
the valley who owns land adjacent tc 
the disputed strip. It is understood 
however, that the road overseer claim 
to have made no such threats agalns 
the company. 


DENIES THE PERMIT. 


Griffiths repudiated all knowledge o 


a pernfit having been signed by Super 
visor Manning, and refused to admi 
its importance when shown the paper 
in Justice Wells' court, stating that he 
received orders on Sunday, December 
25, from Supervisor Manning, instruct 
ing him to guard the road and prevent 
the work from being carried out. He 
also pointed out that he could not rec 
ognize the authority of a permit that 
was signed by the supervisor alone 
and not by the chairman of the board 
and the clerk of the board. 


When the toilers in the darkness 


were commanded to desist from work, 
Deputy Sheriff Griffiths states that the 
men attempted to surround him, and 
that he knocked two men down with 
his pistol In self-defense. All the men 
arrested 
pleaded not guilty to the 


Charge of resisting the officer. 
That 


all of the men in the crew were not 
•ounded up by the officers is the opin- 
on of Griffiths, who says that one man 
whom he struck was afterwards seen 
o be cut and bleeding from a gash in 
his face, and this man was not in the 
"rew when they were arraigned before 
he justice. 


Some of the complaints were signed 


>y the Road Overseer, H. W. Hass- 
heider, and others by Deputy Sheriffs 
."an Vliet and Griffiths. 
After the 


'lacing of $2100 in bond, the men were 
eleased, and the examination will be 
eld by Justice Wells at 2 o'clock 
ext Tuesday. The telephone line is 
part of the trunk line system from 


Los Angeles to Yurria, and Attorney 
fott stated that this small Covina 


strip is the only right of way which 
has not been completely settled on the 
line. 


1'p until the present time, the mix- 


up between the county and the tele- 
phone company r-mains in abeyance, 
i'-iid both sides are resting on their 
'•nns while waiting for the examina- 
tion in the justice's court, which takes 
place on Tuesday. In the matter of the 
cases of resisting an officer, Mr. Grif- 
fiths says that he will push them to a 
showdown and he has consulted Dis- 
'rict Attorney Fredericks in the cases 
with the determination of bringing tho 
•<ll<;ged offenders 
to an accounting.

Against Parcels Post. 


A petition, signed by W. B. Broad- 


well, et al. has been circulated in Co- 
vina this week, as a protest against 
the establishment of a parcels post 
by the United States postal service. 
The petition states that the business 
of small towns and rural communi- 
ties will be almost completely ruined 
by a parcels post system, and that 
large mail order houses will reap all 
the benefit, and will probably main- 
tain agents in each town to solicit 
mail order business, should the par- 
cels post system become a fact. The 
petition is signed by the majority of 
business men in Covina, and it is 
understood that similar petitions will 
go forward from Southern California 
towns. 


Navel Shipments Heavy. 


The San Gabriel valley navels are 


being moved more rapidly this year 
than last, owing to the fact that the 
fruit has ripened nearly six weeks 
earlier. While the season of shipping 
navels did not begin any earlier than 
usual the fruit has been moved much 
more rapidly. The Azusa exchange 
has handled approximately 240 car 
loads of navels, which includes the 
shipments from that town, and from 
Glendora, Irwindale. Charter Oak and 
contiguous territory. The Covina ex- 
change has sent out 55 carloads. The 
fruit is a little later in ripening in 
the Covina district than in the dis- 
tricts nearer the foothills.
